School Supt. Pete Kudlak said a plan is 
being worked out to make sure there is no 
conflict of interest for her with her son and 
husband and they will discuss the situation 
with the staff. 

There were 60 candidates for the position 
and Buhro “shined above the others,” 
Kudlak said. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said Buhro is a 
product of the Belleville schools and has 
lived in the community for years. “It’s a 
great thing to know we had a candidate that 
stood up against the others,” she said. 

Buhro’s now-vacant position of assistant 
principal was to be posted on Tuesday. 

Supt. Kudlak said they don’t want to rush 
in the selection, but Madyun said it would be 
his goal to have someone in by the beginning 
of the school year.

Sumpter Planners delay construction 


of FMAR kennels;

Friends of Michigan Animals Rescue 
were planning a ribbon-cutting ceremony 
in September to celebrate the addition of 
22 new kennels so the no-kill rescue group 
could double its capacity and save more 
dogs. 

Petco had approved a $56,000 grant that 
would pay for half of the project. 

Pete LaFramboise said that the space 
would be very welcome, since Sumpter 
Township wants FMAR to be its holding 
facility to house strays for the seven days 
required by law. LaFramboise said FMAR 
would probably retain the township’s dogs 
that could be adopted rather than giving 
them back to the police for euthanization. 

But at its regular meeting on Aug. 11, the 
Sumpter Township Planning Commission 
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grant at risk 


refused to consider final site plan approval 
for the 10’x120’ addition to the back of the 
kennel and tabled discussion. 

Commission chairwoman Jane Stalmack 
told LaFramboise the commission needed 
a list of things before they could move 
forward. The list was prepared by planning 
consultant Matthew Lonnerstater of Carlisle 
Wortman Associates of Ann Arbor, who is 
the township’s zoning administrator. 

Stalmack said they need building 
setbacks, new lighting information, and a 
professionally prepared building site plan, 
among other things, before they can move 
forward. 

“TIl have to have all of this before we can 
proceed,” Stalmack stated to LaFramboise. 
And, the three parcels in his six acres would 
have to be combined. 

“At the time, they told me the hand- 
drawn would be fine,” LaFramboise said 
of the information he had submitted. 

“Who said that?” challenged Lonnerstater 
and LaFramboise replied, “Everyone in 
the building department. I guess they want 
me to build more kennels.”

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Attorney gives statement 
on clear cutting of 
40 acres on Willis Road

Ronald Ruark, an attorney from 
Westland, told the Sumpter Township 
Planning Commission at its regular meeting 
Aug 11 that he was representing Nelson Po, 
who owns the 40 acres of property on Willis 
Road that was recently clear cut of trees. 

“Mr. Po is committed to staying within the 
law,” Ruark told the commission. “He has 
gambled a bit because he can’t do anything 
there until the law is changed.” 

He referred to spending the money to 
remove all the trees. Po had received a 
permit from the township for the clear- 
cutting, Ruark said. 

Ruark said they anticipate a change in 
provisions of the Michigan Marijuana Act 
by the end of the year. 

“He will abide by all federal, state, and 
Sumpter Township laws,” Ruark said. “I 
just wanted to reassure the township.” 

Ruark told the Independent that they 
followed the survey, but if there was any 
encroachment on neighboring property 
during the clear-cutting, “I'll make sure the 
person is compensated.” 

Earlier in the commission meeting, Robert 
Vredenburg, who lives in Holiday West 
near the clear-cut property, spoke about his 
concerns with having a marijuana growing 
business in the neighborhood. 

“To clear that much land for growing 
marijuana is as wrong as the day is long,” 
Vredenburg said. “Pm not against the 
township. I’m against this kind of stuff.” 

The property in question has Industrial 
zoning in the rear, with the front 300 feet on 
Willow Road being Residential. Sumpter 
Township’s medical marijuana ordinance 
allows indoor growing of marijuana in 
Industrial zoning by a licensed caregiver, 
but allows no more for a parcel than the 
amount prescribed by law for an individual 
to grow. The Michigan Medical Marijuana 
Act allows a caregiver to grow 12 plants 
each for five other people, plus 12 for 
himself, making a total of 72 plants total. 

But there are pending changes to the 
state law which might allow dispensaries, 
leasing of space for commercial growing, 
and other changes.

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Vesta Losen retires after 42 years at Bethany Daycare

Hundreds of people throughout the 
community who have been influenced 
by 42 years of Vesta Losen and Bethany 
Daycare are invited to tell her goodbye 
at her retirement party from 4 to 6 p.m. 
Sunday at Bethany Bible Church, where it 
all began. 

The feisty redhead moved to Belleville 
with her husband Pastor John Losen and 
their family in 1970 when Pastor Losen 
was called to Bethany. 

She said there were no child care centers 
in the area. She had been on the board of 
a child care in Traverse City when her 
children were using it. Losen always had a 
part-time job, she recalls. 

“The church building is not used 
much and child care was something the 
community needed,” she said. She checked 
out the curriculum in Ypsilanti and Ann 
Arbor centers and presented a proposal 
to the church. The board approved it in 
March 1974 and Bethany Daycare opened 
in November 1974. 

“T never intended to be the administrator 
since I had five children at home and was 
an active pastor’s wife, involved in music. 
I was on the board and then the chairman 
left after a year.” 

She said the daycare started with four 
children. Now it has had as many as 240, 
but about 200 currently. 

Losen said they did a car wash to 
advertise and then never advertised again. 
It has been all word of mouth. She said that 
way the people have a good idea about the 
center and come in with a happy attitude. 

She said six months after Bethany started, 
Belleville Childcare opened on the South 
I-94 Service Drive. 

In 1981 Bethany started a Kindergarten 
because it had to, she said. Bethany was 
told by the Van Buren Public Schools 
that it couldn’t take its Kindergarteners to 
Edgemont, even though it was right next 
door and they could walk there by a path. 

It wasn’t because of space limitations 
at Edgemont, she said. Losen was called 
to a meeting with School Supt. Jim 
Richendollar. She said he told her “no 
buses go by your place, so they can’t go to 
our school.” 

Losen said they had nine children that 
were Kindergarteners whose parents 
thought they were going to Edgemont. 

“I called the state to find out what you 
had to do to start a Kindergarten and they 
told me you don’t have to do anything, 
since Kindergartens are not required by the 
state,’ Losen said. “We were forced into 
starting a Kindergarten.” 

She taught Kindergarten for the first 
12 years. She said she was still working 


part time at a nursing home and then 
her daughters-in-law took over the 
Kindergarten with about 25 students split 
into two classes. 

“What I kept hearing from parents 
whose children went on to first grade in 
the Van Buren Schools is, ‘My child is 
learning in first grade what you taught in 
Kindergarten.’ Then, when they went on to 
second grade they said their children were 
learning in second grade what we taught in 
Kindergarten. 

“T started thinking of running for the school 
board to work to raise the academics,” she 
recalled. 

Tom Bowles was interested in raising the 
fiscal responsibility of the district, so the 
two ran and were elected to the Van Buren 
Public Schools Board of Education. 

“And, you know what a fun time that 

as,” Losen said, recalling the opposition 
and harsh treatment by other board 
members opposed to change. 

“That was what led to us starting a charter 
school,” she said referring to Keystone 
Academy in Sumpter Township. 

Losen said a middle school teacher 
recently told her, “I can tell a Bethany 
student from the way they do their work.” 

Losen said her daughters-in-law Susette 
and Cherie Losen, are pretty patient with 
the Kindergarten students at Bethany and 
if they miss a day of school, they work 
with them to catch up. With her retirement, 
Susette and Cherie are in charge, with 
Cherie the new administrator. 

She said they’ve had up to 40 students 
in the two classrooms, but now it’s half of 
that since Keystone started. 

“It was something that needed to be 
done,” Losen said of first, starting the 
Kindergarten, and then starting Keystone, 
which now has students in pre-5 to eighth 
grade. There are about 786 students at 
Keystone. 

Losen started as president of the school 
board at Keystone and still serves in that 
position. 

She said last year almost half of the 
National Honor Society students inducted at 
Belleville High School spent their preschool 
or Kindergarten days at Bethany. Also, half 
of the 2015 top-ten BHS graduates were at 
Bethany at the beginning. 

“Tt sticks with them,” she said. 

Losen said the curriculum at Bethany is 
not phenomenal and was borrowed from 
another school — but then they added on. 

Losen said she was reading an article 
recently about Michigan Attorney General 
Bill Schuette and noted Joy Yearout, 
a graduate of BHS and Bethany, was 
Schuette’s spokesperson for 3-4 years until 
she got married last January. 

Losen said the first 14 years of their

licensed daycare went just fine with the 
state, but then a new consultant with the 
Department of Social Services told them 
they can’t pray before meals, can’t use 
Bible stories, and had to take the religious 
pictures off the walls. 

Losen said they did character building 
using Biblical values and now were being 
told they can’t reference the Bible. 

“We're a church-operated center. If we 
can’t use the Bible, there’s no reason for us 
to exist,” she said. 

Losen said the state would not budge and 
Bethany was told if you fight us we will not 
license your church nursery and that will 
have to close. 

The Bethany board turned in its license 
to the state and the nursery and daycare 
continued to operate. That was in 1987. 

Losen said she went to Van Buren 
Township Supervisor Dave Jacokes for 
help and he didn’t help her. 

She said Bethany was told that if they 
continue to operate police will come in and 
charge parents who leave their children 
there with child abuse. 

Losen said they told the state they would 
take them to court and the state said, “Don’t 
bother, we’re taking you to court.” 

The next morning, Losen got a call froma 
man in Clarkston who told her 12 churches 
were having the same trouble with the state 
as Bethany and he invited her to join with 
them. She said they had no money and he 
said she could join in anyway. 

The Michigan Association of Christian 
Schools took the case all the way to the 
Michigan Supreme Court and won. It took 


seven years and Bethany continued to 
operate. She said Bethany complied with 
all fire, health, and safety rules, but when 
it got to the curriculum the state couldn’t 
go there. 

“They were scary,” Losen said of the 
state, who referred to the churches as “the 
Bible-thumpers from Grand Rapids.” 

The court combined the churches’ case 
with current cases involving homeschooling 
parents. At the time, those parents were 
being threatened with jail time in Michigan 
and Losen knew some of them who were 
jailed. 

Finally, the Supreme Court ruled that 
“the state has no compelling interest in the 
program or personnel in church-operated 
centers” and the state cannot control this. 

Because of the cost and length of the 
battle, most of the churches lost everything. 
Just five remained. 

The state has a book of rules on child care 
and 300 pages of interpretation of the rules. 
In that interpretation, Bethany is listed as 
being exempted, along with the four other 
churches. She said two of those are still in 
business and the other three are now out of 
business. 

Homeschoolers also gained their freedom 
as aresult of the court’s decision, and it has 
lasted to this day. 

“We have a lot more freedom in this 
country than we claim ... But you have 
to claim it ... It takes a lot of work ... It 
was a worthwhile fight and I met a lot of 
wonderful people,” she said. 

Losen said the state will tell you only

Sumpter Planners 
put brakes on plan 
to enlarge FMAR 


Friends of Michigan Animals Rescue have 
a lot of supporters throughout this region 
and so we’re sure the non-profit, no-kill 
animal shelter will be able to get past the 
blockade put up by the Sumpter Township 
Planning Commission. 

Last Thursday, under the leadership of its 
young planning consultant, the commission 
set a list of requirements that needed to be 
satisfied before they could get any permits. 

Pete LaFramboise, vice president of 
FMAR, told them of the grant that FMAR 
could lose if construction on the new dog 
kennels didn’t begin soon. He told them 
how the township’s building department had 
accepted hand-drawn plans in the past and 
supported this project. But the commission 
stood firm on the list. After LaFramboise 
left in frustration and anger, they voted to 
table the site plan. 

LaFramboise had come to the meeting 
alone — one against a wall of NO. Usually, 
his wife Marcie, the founder of FMAR, 
would have been at his side, but she was 
grieving her mother, who had died a few 
days earlier. 

It’s fine to have rules, but it would have 
been so nice if the planning consultant or 
planning commission members had said 
to this highly productive resident of their 
township: “Tell us what you want to do 
and we’ll help you figure out how to do it. 
After all, we all want a safe and beautiful 
township. And, we don’t want you to lose 
your grant.”

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer 
said they are thinking of going out for 
bids.

We can set up clean 
water plant in Sumpter 


To the Editor: 

OK, time to weigh in on the Flint Water 
Controversy. Pd like to point out that 
Detroit/Wayne County’s misuse of funds 
have jacked up the water & sewer prices to 
cover their irresponsibility. When the City 
of Flint decided to get out, it was because 
of this unending price hike -- and they got 
into a mess. 

Here, it has been often mentioned about 
the upward spiraling of Detroit water costs, 
yet we here on the Huron River have been 
offered no real options. But there ARE 
options and I have one, with some historical 
precedent. 

By 1919 Belleville had installed its own 
water supply (remember the old water 
tower?) from deep wells. I wonder why they 
did not take the water from the Huron for 
treatment and supply. This was a good idea 
and kept the service under local control and 
responsibility. WHY CAN’T WE DO IT 
AGAIN? 

There is a large diameter (30”) Interceptor 
sewer that runs along the Huron River bank 
from Van Buren to Brownstown/Wyandotte 
for treatment. There’s a large holding basin 
at Hannan and Wabash on the VB/Romulus 
border. 

The folks who own the Carleton Farms 
Landfill have indicated in the past that they 
were interested in opening a wastewater 
treatment plant -- and the interceptor runs 
close enough to make it a feasible idea. I'd 
like to add to that. 

WHY NOT A CLEAN WATER SUPPLY 
PLANT ALSO? AT THE SAME SITE ? 

This idea I’ve had and been tweaking 
for TEN YEARS. And nothing but politics 
has hindered it, due to inaction and lack of 
vision. 

This could be a real moneymaker for 
Sumpter Twp.; gravity sewers (kiss your 
grinder pumps goodbye), and supply 
everything south of the Huron with water, 
and points north and east jumping on that 
bandwagon. This is Wayne County’s proper 
reward for their fiscal irresponsibility. 
LET’S DO IT! 

And then there’s the schools. We had a new 
High School shoved in our faces despite the 
majority not wanting one. They tried to get 
a new site, but the People weren’t going for 
that. Then the scores were among the lowest 
in the state. Then Elwell Elementary was 
torn down, at taxpayer expense, the real 
reason being that the Public Rats wanted to 
keep Elwell from being bought by a Charter 
School, which does really well for the 
money they are given (no guns, dope, etc. 
have been reported at any Charter school, 
to my knowledge!) and consistently higher 
scores than public schools.

He said he cut out 10’ from his building 
plan to deal with the setback Lonnerstater 
said he needed and the planner said he would 
have to go to the planning commission for 
the small addition to his dog kennel. 

LaFramboise said FMAR has a grant for 
the project and, “If I don’t start building, 
we'll lose it.” 

After Stalmack gave him the list of 
things they had to have, saying, “I'll 
have to have all this,” the usually affable 
LaFramboise left the meeting in angry 
frustration, replying, “TIl have to see if I 
can proceed.” 

“It’s obvious he’s not happy,” said Trustee 
Matt Oddy, who sits on the planning 
commission. When Lonnerstater said 
LaFramboise needed to go to the Zoning 
Board of Appeals for his setback, Oddy 
reminded him LaFramboise had cut back 
his plans to satisfy that and eliminate a trip 
to the ZBA. 

“The water line is just a line,” said 
chairwoman Stalmack in criticism of the 
site plan presented. 

Oddy suggested cutting the project into 
two phases, since a project up to 900 square 
feet can be approved administratively 
under the zoning ordinance. 

“If you want to beat around the bush a 
little,’ Lonnerstater said, later saying that 
wouldn’t work under the ordinance. 

“All you need is one sheet from an 
engineer,” Lonnerstater said.

those five are exempt, but that’s not true. 
But, she emphasized, “You have to claim 
it.” 

She said Gov. Engler ordered there be no 
more interpretative manual, to just have 
rules that are easy to understand. It was gone 
for 3-4 years, but now it’s back. She said a 
few years back she downloaded the whole 
300 pages to have on hand and then was told 
by a state worker that they change it every 
week. 

She said Bethany takes no federal or state 
money because, “We feel we can’t afford 
o... They still try to send us clients. I don’t 
want any.” 

Losen said there has been very little staff 
turnover over the years. Kay Brooks has been 
director of the curriculum for the preschool 
for most of 42 years and developed and 
upgraded it. There is a staff of 18 and last 
fall, for Boss’ Day, they counted up 300 
years of total staff time at Bethany. 

“Just to have the continuity is wonderful,” 
Losen said. “They don’t make a lot of money. 
There is a lot of dedication.” 

Losen grew up on a farm with three 
brothers and three sisters. Her parents Ellis 
and Ardis Bracy moved the family to town 
when her dad took a job with the county. 
They lived in a big house in Charlotte across 
from the courthouse. Their garage used to 
be the original courthouse. The jail was next 
door. 

The four-story house had lots of room and 
Vesta’s mother took in children who needed 
a place to stay for up to a year. She also took 
care of children during the day. “That was 
my introduction to child care,” she said. 

Her mother died at less than 50 years old 
and her father remarried and they had 30 
years together. She had a very stable home 
life, with three of her family going into the 
ministry or being a pastor’s wife. 

Music has been a big part of Losen’s life 
since her youth. She said she bought her first 
musical instrument, a clarinet, by raising 
chickens. 

She was active in Lansing Youth for Christ 
and played the accordion and sang in Spanish 
to the braceros working in mid Michigan.

Brian and Valerie, that made five children in 
the family. 

When the children were young, in 1973 
the “Seven Singing Losens” toured South 
Africa with an evangelist known as the 
Billy Graham of South Africa.

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him if he could help them move it forward 
as quickly as possible. Other communities 
put certain projects on a fast track, Leis 
said. 

He said Supervisor Morgan told them 
he has no control over the planning 
commission. 

Leis, too, is frustrated. He said he thinks 
Lonnerstater is delaying their project 
because he feels FMAR tried to go over his 
head. 

Leis said he tried to get permits to start 
the project, but was told the township can’t 
issue permits until this is resolved. He 
said 99.9% of the project is underground 
plumbing for drains and vents. 

Then, Leis said LaFramboise told him 
last week the township said he could do 
anything he wanted inside his building, so 
Leis could have started some of the work 
weeks earlier. 

FMAR is working to get a professionally 
designed site plan. 

In other business at the Aug. 11 meeting, 
the planning commission: 

e Held a public hearing on proposed text 
amendments to the Medical Marijuana 
zoning ordinance relating to caregiver 
facilities within Agricultural, Residential, 
and Industrial zoning districts. Changes 
were suggested and so the amendments 
were tabled until the next meeting for 
consideration; and 

e Discussed Lonnerstater’s proposed 
zoning text amendments to allow portable 
storage containers temporarily, one to 
a parcel. The commission wanted him 
to add provisions for permanent storage 
containers. Robert Vredenburg said 
people are buying rail containers and five 
freight boxes are “sitting back there on 
Willis Road.” The item was tabled for 
Lonnerstater to make changes. “This could 
open Pandora’s Box,” said Commissioner 
Borden. 

Present at the Aug. 11 meeting were 
Commissioners: Bardell, Borden, 
Belinski, Cichewicz, Stalmack, Oddy, and 
Pokerwinski. Absent were Commissioners 
Clark and Sherwood.

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Police Chief Luke: 
‘Those involved have 
been held accountable’

“Those involved have been held 
accountable,” reported Sumpter Township 
Police Chief Eric Luke to the township 
board of trustees at its Aug. 9 meeting. 

He said the Oct. 31, 2014 cases 
surrounding the events at Rollers Skate 
Park are finally closed with the Aug. 1 
sentencing at the Third Circuit Court in 
Detroit of Santino Dominick Deleon to 6 
to 22 years in prison. 

He said Ralph Rosas, 29, was sentenced 
to 18.75 to 50 years in prison last October. 

The court dismissed charges against the 
third defendant, Robert Kristopher Stilson. 

On the police department website, Chief 
Luke explained the cases further: 

Three individuals were charged for their 
part in several separate incidents that night; 
including a stabbing, felonious assault and 
the armed robbery of three security guards 
who were working a private party. 

The stabbing victim, one of the three 
security guards involved, was transported 
to the hospital with life-threatening injuries, 
but survived and has since recovered. 

The disposition of the three defendants 
is as follows: 

SANTINO DOMINICK DELEON, 
24, of Saginaw, recently entered into a 
plea agreement with the Wayne County 
Prosecutor’s Office in which he pled guilty 
to Assault w/ Intent to Murder and Felony 
Firearm. All other charges were dismissed. 
On Aug 1, he was sentenced to a prison 
term of 6-22 years. 

RALPH ROSAS, 29, of Saginaw, was 
found guilty by a jury following his trial 
in October 2015. He was found guilty 
of Assault w/ Intent to do Great Bodily 
Harm Less Than Murder, Robbery-Armed, 
and Assault with a Dangerous Weapon 
(Felonious Assault). He was found not 
guilty of Assault w/ Intent to Murder. On 
Oct. 30, 2015, Rosas was sentenced to a 
prison term of 18.75-50 years. 

ROBERT KRISTOPHER STILSON, 26, 
of Saginaw, who had been charged almost 
identically to the other two defendants, had 
the charges against him dismissed by the 
Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office in June 
of this year. 

The board and audience applauded 
handing of the case and its successful 
conclusion.

millage increase, the need to provide adequate 
funding for Public Safety, the need to provide 
funding for services beyond Public Safety and 
the posting date of the special meeting notice. 
NEW BUSINESS: 

Wright moved, Miller seconded to approve 
Resolution 2016-10 Public Safety Millage 
Proposal ballot language. Roll Call Vote. Yeas:

McClanahan. Motion Carried. The approved 
language request for 6.5 mils for Public Safety, 
for seven (7) years will appear on the November 
8, 2016 General Election ballot. The funds, if 
approved, would be dedicated to Public Safety, 
a committee has been formed to educate 
the public on the millage. Board members 
expressed the need to more closely fund the 
Public Safety budget to maintain the current 
level of services because the current 4 mils 
only funds approximately half of the annual 
budget.

Vredenburg said he got into a discussion 
with them when they put the drowned cars 
there. “What if he says I have 300 people 
who are caregivers and I want to give them 
a place to grow?” 

He was told the Sumpter ordinance allows 
only one caregiver per property and even if 
he subdivides, the facilities have to be 500 
or 1,000 feet from another caregiver. 

At the July 26 regular meeting of the 
Sumpter Township board, two upset 
neighbors from the 50500 block of Willis 
alerted the board to the clear-cutting that 
suddenly occurred on the property next 
door, reportedly to build a marijuana-grow 
complex. 

They said the man, who is growing 
marijuana in a building on Harris Road, is 
moving his operation to Willis Road. They 
said he already has blueprints and plans, 
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which one of them saw. 

One neighbor said the cutting went 30 feet 
into his property and so they are taking civil 
action because they lost some big trees next 
to their pond. The neighbors said there were 
five buildings planned for the property. The 
big buildings planned would be leased out 
to caregivers to grow their marijuana and 
there would be a huge dispensary at the 
front to sell marijuana and fertilizer and 
other products to grow marijuana that the 
people in Detroit could come out and buy. 

Also, they said, two big retention ponds 
are planned. They expect to have 150 
employees and a 20’ fence all around, the 
neighbors said. 

“That operation you described cannot 
be built in the township,” stated township 
attorney Rob Young, adding that state law 
makers are considering changes to the 
law but until the law changes, “There’s no 
communal grow or dispensary in Sumpter 
Township.”
